Marshal  Foch,  the  French  Commandcrrrln-Chiof  of  the  Allied  /*rmio3, 
apneared  before  a  secret  session  of  the  Peace  Conference  to  demand  a  quick 
settlement  Tdth  G-^rraany,  so  that  tho  Allies  could  hurl  their  comblnod  re¬ 
sources  against  Soviet  Russia,  Tho  French  thrshal  pleaded  tho  case  of 
Rrance's  mortal  enemy,  Germany, 

"The  prosant  difficult  situation  of  the  German  OovornKont  is  t?o11  knovm," 
said  Foch,  "At  Marnheim,  Cp.rl.'’rahc,  Baden  and  Dusscldorf,  tho  Soviet  move  lent 
is  ranldly  extending.  At  tho  present  moment  Germr-ny  will  therefore  accept 
any  terras  tho  Allies  might  demand,  Tho  German  Government  only  asks  peace. 

That  is  the  only  thing  that  will  sati sfy  the  people  and  enable  the  Government 
to  Dk^ster  the  situation. 

To  jTut  dovTi  tho  German  rcv''luiion,  the  Goiman  High  Conraand  was  to  be 
permitted. to  retain  an  army  of  100,000  officors'and  men,  as  well  as  tho 
so-callcd  "Black  Rcichs”ohr"  composed  of  tlie  most  highly  trained  and  indoc¬ 
trinated  soldiers  in  Germany,  In  addition,  tho  German  High  Command  was 
allowed  to  subsidize  undorgi’ound  natlonr.list  Icagaos  and  terrorist  societies 
to  kill,  torture  and  intimidate  tho  insi'.rgont  Gorman  damocrats,  Al]  of  this 
was  done  in  thr  n-ame  of  "saving  Germany  from  Bolshevism"  ,  J  ,  ,* 


♦  ThiG  reason  for  the  Cai'ur'  oh  tbs  Allied  Armies  to  march  to  Berlin  in 
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Diary  on  November  9,  i9.'-8,  t'-p  days  bcfci'o  the  Aimistioc  \ras  signed;  "Cabinet 
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meeting  tonight  flrom  6t30-8,  Lloyd  George  read  two  telegrams  from  the  Tiger 
(Cleraenceou)  in  Trtilch  ho  described  Poch's  intorvierfs  rith  tho  Germans;  the 
Tiger  is  afraid  that  Gcrmany’may  collapse  and  that  Bolshevism  mcy  gcdn  con¬ 
trol.  Lloyd.  George  askod  mo  if  I  vzanted  thot  to  happen  or  if  I  did  not 
prefer  hn  armistice. 

Without  hesitation  I  replied:  "Armistice,"  Tho  uhole  cabinet  agreed  vlth 
mo.  For  us  the  real  danger  is  no  longer  the  Gormans  but  Bolshevism".  In  a 
moment  of  clarity,  Clemonccau  himself  rnniod  tho  Paris  Pence  Conferonco  thot 
"anti-Bolshovism"  was  a  device  being  utilllzed  by  tho  Gorman  Genorol  Staff 
to  confuso  tho  Allies  and  f/-)  save  Gorman  militarism.  "Tho  Goimnns  are  using 
Bolshevism,"  said  Clorennoon  in  1919,  "as  a  bogey  rdth  rhlch  to  frighten  tho

General  Max  Hoffmann,  former  conmandor  of  the  Gorman  Armies  on  tho

Foch  told  the  Paris  Peace  Conference.  "My  plan  would  bo  to  aettlo'all  the 
importont  outstanding  questions  on  tho  'Western 'sido -in' ordeh  to  oi^ble  tho 
Allies  to  use  the  rosouroes  thus,  made  avalloblo  for  tho  solution  of  tho  'Eastern 
question,  ,  .  Polish  troops  would  bo  quite  able  to  faco  the  Ihissians,  provided* 
the  former  are  strengthonod  by  tho  supply  of  modem  apolianoos  and  on^i^nos  of 
war..  Groat  numbers  are  roqtxired,  \7hich  could  bo  obtoinod*  by  mobilizing  the" 
Finns,  Polos,  Czechs,  Ihunanlans  and  Greeks,  as  roll  as  tho‘  Ihissian  pro-Ally 
oloments  still  avo^ablc  .  ...  .  If.  this  is  done,  1919  \7ill ' sea  the' end  of 
Bolshevism!"  .  •

Frequently,  Major  Yardley  intercepted  and  decoded  seefot  mossagod 
concerning  plots  to  sabotage  Wilson's  polloios.

Our 
informant,  in  ?diom  wc  had  tho  greatest 'confidence,  begged 
the  authorities  for  God's  soke  to  mm  the  President, 

I  have  no  my  of  knowing  Toother  this  plot  had  any  truth 
in  fact,  and  if  it  had,  whether  it  succeeded, 
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But  there  ere  these  undeniable  factst  President  Wilson’s  first 
aAan  Qf  lllnesa  occujred  ithile  he  tos  in  Paris,  and  he  ros  soon 
tg  die  n  IJpf^ring  DEATH. 

At  the  early  sessions  of  the  Paris  Peace  Conference ^  President 
TIilson  found  an  unejcpectcd  ally  in  his  attempt  to  win  fair  play  for  Russia. 
The  Prime  Minister  of  Groat  Britain,  David  Lloyd  George,’  came  to  Wilson’s  * 
support  r«ith  a  sorios  of  stinging  attacks  on  the  antl-Sovlot  plans  of  7och 
and  the  French  Premier  Clcmcncoau. 

The  French  “Tiger",  Georges  Clomonceau,  spokesman  for  the  French 
holders  of  Caarist  bonds  and  the  General  Staff,  rose  to  reply  on  behalf 
of  the  advocates  of  intervention.  Clcmcnocau  know  that  Lloyd  George's  subtle 
policy  would  bo  supported  in  British  ruling  olrclos,  whore  the  militorists 
and  the  Intolligonce  Service  were  alreody  oommlttod  to  an  anti-Soviet  war. 

At*  the  same  time,  Clemoncoau  felt  it  was.  nocossory,  for  ’.'ilson's  benefit, 
to  break  down  Lloyd  George's  arguments  by  a  strong  statement  of  the  menace 
of  Bolshevism. 

“In  principle,"  began  Clomonceau,  do  not  favoh  conversations 

with  the  Bolsheviks,  not  because  they  ore  criminals,  but  because  we 

would  bo  raising  them  to  our  level  by  saying  that  they  are  worthy  of 

entering  into  conversation  with  us,"  The  British  Prime  Minister  and 

the  President  of  the  United  States,  if  the  French  Premier  might  bo 

permitted  to  say  so,  wore  adopting  too  academic  and  doctrinaire  an 

attitude  to  the  question  of  Bolshevism.  "The  Bolshevik  danger  is 

very  great  at  the  present  moment,"  Clemencoau  declared.  "Bolshevism 

is  spreading.  It  has  invaded  the  Baltic  Provinces  and  Poland,  and  this 

very  morning  we  have  received  vory  bad  nows  regarding  its  spread  to 

Budapest  and  Vienna.  Italy,  also  is  in  danger*  The  danger  is  probably 

greater  there  than  in  France.  If  Bolshevism'^  after  sjpkeading  In  Germany, 

were  to  traverse  Austria  and  Hungary  and  to  reach  Itoiy,  Europe  would 

* 

bo  faced  with  very  great  danger.  Therefore,  something  mUst  bo  done 
ogainst  Bolshevism! "  ^ 

Clomonceau  did  not  rely  on  his  own  eloquence  alone.  Ho  asked 
permission  to  introduce  "ciqpcrt  witnesses”  on  the  subject  of  Bolshevism. 

The  first  of  them  was  And)assador  Noulons,  the  one-time  friend  of 
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Ambassador  Fronds  nt  Petrofjrod  and  the  ringleader  of  the  anti-Soviet 
intriguers  in'  the  diFlomillc  corps.  Noulens  ras  introduced  to  Wilson 
and  Lloyd  George, 

"I  dll  confine  rayaelf  to  statements  of  facts,  "said  Ambassador 
Noulens,  and  immediately  plunged  into  an  amazing  recital  of  "Bolshevik 
atrocities." 

Not  only  men,  but  women  have  been  shot,"  said  Noulens.  "There 
have  been  atrocities,  dromings,  the  cutting  off  of  noses  and  tongues, 
mutilations,  burials  alive,  nook  shootings,  pope  and  pillage  every^iere*"

The  atmosphere  at  the  peace  Conference  changed,  Lloyd  George, 
realizing  he  was  getting  norehre,  obruptly  returned  to  London.  In  his 
place,  V’lnston  ChurohlU,  the  youthful  British  Secretary  of  War  *ond 
Aviation,  hurried  to  Paris  to  state  the  oaso  for  the  anti-Bolshevlk 
extremists,* 

At  that  tine,  and. for  many  years  to  cone,  ^inston  Churchill  res 
the  leading  spokesman  for  British  Tory  anti-Sovietism,  Churchill 
feared  the  spread  of  Russian  revolutionary  ideas  through  eastern 
regions  of  the  British  Empire, 

Rene  Kraus,  in  his  biography  Wins^  Churchl  11  r/rltesi  "The 
Big  Five  in  Paris  had  decided  to  support  tho  White  Aisslan  Counter-, 
j,'  revolution.  Churchill  was  entrusted  dth  the  .execution  of  an  action 

ho  was  not  responsible  for.  But  there  is  no  denying  that  once  the 


decision  res  made  ho  rr.s  all  on  fire  to  cariy  it  cut  .  ,  ,  In  associ- 

otlon  with  tho  (^ef  of  Staff,  Sir.

After  Adolf  Hitler  come  to  porer  in  Germany,  Churchill  recognised 
that  Nazism  constituted  the' real  menace  to  British  interests  in  Europe 
and  throughout  tho  rerld.  Without  hesitation,  Churchill  reversed  his 
stand  <»  Soviet  ftissla  and  began  calling  for  an  allianoo  botreen  Groat 
Britain,  Franco  and  tho  Soviet  Union  to  halt  tho  march  of  Nasi  aggression. 
In  1941»  ’dicn  Nazi  Germany  invaded  Soviet  Russia,  Churchill's  voice  ras 

-a. 
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The  ’'Offliial  Roprcsontativc  of  tho  ’’Tiito  Russian  Alnilow**'  at  ^lljlo 
BrlMsh  Far  Office  rns  Lieutenant  Gcnoral  Golovin.  Ho  had  arrived  early 
carrying  a  personal  note  of  introduction  to  Pinston  Churchill, 
after  Golovin  reached  London,  ho  conferred  rlth  Sir  Sanuol  Hoaro. 

Among  tho  subject  thoy  discussed  rns  the  question  of  tho  Caucasus  and, 
in  particular,  its  great  oil  deposits  at  Grosni  and  Baku. 

On  May  5,  ncconpnniod  by  Hoarc,  Golovin  paid  his  first  visit  to
